London, April 3. — Fuller new.^ of the 
disaster to the British army in the 
neighborhood of Sauna's Post does not 
tend to improve niaLftrs from a lir.t 
lab standpoint of view, but with the 
dispatches eo mystifying it is impossi- 
ble to accurately portray the present 
situation or foretell the ultimate issue 
of Lord Roberts' atitempt to retrieve 
the -defeat. 

The war ofllce has posted a dispctch 
from Lord Roberts dated Bloemfonteiu 
April 2: "In continuation of my tic- 
gram of March 31 there has been con 
siderable delay in getting accurate re 
turns of the casualties, as the action 
took place 22 miles hence. The tele- 
griijih cable has been Interrupted sev- 
eral times, cloudy weather has in!( r- 
fcred with signalling, and although 
there has been no engagement since, 
the force is conf.nually in touch with 
the enemy. 

"There were many act.s of conspic- 
uous gallantry dispiayevl during the 
day. 'Q' remained in action under a 
cross fire at 1,200 yards for some hours, 
the ofiicera serving the guns as the 
casualties reduced the detachments. 
Several gallant attempts were made to 
bring in two guns, the teams of which 
had been killed, but at each attempt 
the horses were shot. 

"The Essex, the Munster. Shropshire 
and Northumberland mounted infan- 
try and Roberta' Horse covered the re- 
tirement of the guns from that position 
to the croaslng of the drift found by 
the cavalry two miles fiirUicr south, 
and wLttistOod the determined attacks 
Of the enemy, who In some cases ad- 
Yanced within 100 yards. 'U' battery 
of the Royal Horse artillery was sud- 
denly surrounded in the drift, and the 
ofllc6rs and men were all made pris- 
oners without a shot being fired. But 
Major Taylor and a sergeant major 
succeeded in escaping in the conftuion. 
Five guns were captured at the same 
time. Further details later." 

liord Roberts' dispatch seems to 
finally dispose of the enrlier report of 
the recovery of the guns, and the fact 
that the lioers remain in occupation 
of the water works is taken as an in- 
dication that they Intend to make a 
stand sufllclently long to cover the 
withdrawal of the guns and wagons 
to a place of safety, altlioiigh the ab- 
sence of definite information regardins 
the movements of General French's 
cavalry makes it dilBcult to eetlmate 
their chances of adding this crowning 
success .to the blow already infiicted.

L 
that the fact that press messages aic 
keenly censored indicates an early ad- 
vance northwards, although there is a 
que.stion whether the loss of guns ana 
convoy will not delay the couiniainh r- 
in-chief's movements. 

The alarming increase in the mortal 
ity among the- Boer prisoners at 
Slmontown has Induced the autliori- 
ties to promise to remove to the main- 
land the prisonan Who are not going 
to St. Helena. 

A diepateh from Pretoria announces 
the arrival there Of 88 prisoners, most- 
ly residents of Ladybrand, who were 
seized when the Boers forced the Rrit- 
ish to evacuate that place. The Qer- 
raan liner Koenlg has again reached 
Lorenzo Marques, this time having on 
board 257 passengers bound for the 
Transvaal. 

An intereeting item appears in a 
periodical called The Oem giving the 
opinions of the royal family on Presi- 
dent Kruger, culled from an album be- 
longing to the Duchess Of Fife. The 
Prince of \yales wrote: "Mr. Kruger 
is a good Judge of tobacco and a bad 
Judge of the English people."

According to the re- 
ports of the wounded who have arrived 
here, lighting occurred all along the 
line. The Federal troops hold posi- 
tions on the side and top of the moun- 
tain, while the British positions were 
on the opposite side of the bill. The 
British charged lapeatedljr. but were 
repulsed.

New York, April 3. — The canal com- 
mlssioners, Rear Admiral Walker. 
Samuel Pasco, Colonel B>me»t and Em- 
ery H. Johnson, were passengers on 
the Atlas line s-teamer Allegheny, 
which arrived from Central America. 

Rear Admiral Walker said: "We 
have completed our portion of the 
work of investigating the pos.-,!bIllties 
of both the Panama and Niearagin 
routes. Vv'e have spent three months 
in the bush and have collected a great 
mass of daita, which we will put into 
shape for our report to bf> handed in' > 
the president next December." 

Admiral Walker was asked whether 
the commission favored a fortified 
canal. He replied that he could not 
enter into that subject "Our .Intv 
will be to bt.ate the facts and to pr--- 
sent to congress the result of our sur- 
vey and work. Both routes have their 
advantages, and these will be set 
forth." 

The admiral added: "Everywhere we 
were well icjeivcd and entertained. 
The sentiment of the people is for the 
United States to build the canal." 



Queen Suiibbcil by Sword>Bearer. 

Dublin. April 3.— The premature ar- 
rival of her majesty and the wretched 
weather were a disappointment to 
Dublin, >as thousands of people had 
planned to go out to Kingi^own. Nev- 
ertheless, as soon as the news spread, 
large numbers started for the harbor, 
while the Duke Of Connaught, com- 
mander of the forces in Ireland, and 
Earl Cadogan, the lord lieutenant, also 
hurried there, and late in the after- 
noon, boarded the royal yacht Victoria 
and Albert, where they greoted the 
queen. James Egan, the Dublin city 
sword-bearer, who for nine years was 
Imprisoned for political offenses, re- 
fused to hand the queen the sword, 
nor would he take part in the pro- 
c<>edings. This deelinatlop at the last 
hoar caused a sen.satlon. Lord Mayor 
Tallon is now looking for another 
sword-bearer. 



More Money Desired. 

Washington, April 3.— The secretary 
of the treasury has sent an urgent re- 
quest to congress to make $500,000 Im- 
mediately available to enable the ma- 
rine hospital service to fight the 
plague and other diseases that may 
appear at any moment. In the annual 
estimated, submitted last December, 
$300,000 was asked for this purpose, 
but it is already seen that this amount 
will be Insufllcient, and that a large 
fund ought to be ready for the emer- 
gency without delay.

Since all the tax-payers in the county 
ire required to pay for keeping the roads 
in order, they ahonld i^Il be in favor of 
any plan that will keep them in good 
repair at the least expenae. All who 
have made a atudy of the road qnooiion 
know that the >;reateflt wear and injury 
to the roads are made by Iteavy loads 
hauled in wagons with narrow tires. 
They also know that the same load 
could be hauled with as much, or greater 
ease on wide tired wagons. It has been 
proven by experiment that wagons can 
be so constructed as to haul very heavy 
loads with actual benefit instead of injury 
t3 the roada. Several Statea and oome 
foreign ooontriaa bava lawa rofralatlaK 
the width of tiroo by Um wtight of loadi 
hauled. 

I will qnote a fewextraeto from reporia 

of experiments made with wide tires: 

At the Ohfo istate University an ord - 
nary wagon with three-inch tires was 
loaded with 4,4SO lbs. and the draft was 
measured with a dynamometer. On an \ 
ordinary dirt road in good condition the 
draft was 250 lbs.; on a graaa field 408 
lbs.; on newly plowed land 771 lbs. As 
the draft j)ower of an ordinary horse of 
1,000 lbs. ia 150 lbs., two horses could 
draw thia load with ease on an ordinary 
dirt road, and a ton and a half on a ht&bb 
sod, while with a narrow tire half as 
mnch, or a aingle ton, ia a full load for a 
double team. Besides this, the broad 
tires roll and level a road so that the 
more it io need the better it becomes, 
while narrow tiraa cot it into rnta, if at 
all soft. 

A few years ago a number of tests 
were made by Prof. Sanborn, of the Mis- 
oonri Agricultural College, to find the 
force rt-ijuired to move loaded wajrons, 
haviog tires of different width. The 
tests were made with a Baldwin dyna- 
mimieter. The weight of the loads 
drawn were 3,005 pounds each. The 
tiies wera one and one*half and three 
iniliea respectively. The tests were 
maile on l>lue grass sward, partially 
moist. The draft of the wide tiree aver- 
Hp'<l for level ground 310 pounds. That 
of narrow tires was 4.'>'J pounds, or 14 per 
cent, more than the wide tire. Assum- 
ing the wagon to weigh 1,000 pounds, 
then on the broad wheels 3,248 pounds 
of the load would he drawn as easily as 
2,000 pounds on the narrow tirea. Again, 
the broad wbeela in the trial did not in- 
jure the turf, while th« narrow wheels 
cut through it. 

From the limestone quarry at Split 
Rock, N. Y., to the works of the Reduc- 
ing Company, is about four and one-half 
miles. Three or four yeara ago the work 
of improving; this road was accomplished. 
Hough (juarry refuse, and for part of the 
distance field stones were need, all hand 
broken to two and three inch size. This 
was covered with fine, unsifted quarry 
chips, and a crown was t;iven to the road- 
way with an elevation of about six inches 
if a width of sixteen feet. Wagono were 
built for hauling otone over this road 
with wide tires, and axles of different 
length, as follows : Front tire four inches 
wide ; distance between centers of front 
wlieels, four feet, five inches ; hind 
wheels with tires, six inchei wide and 
five feet, eight inches between them. 
The constant use of these wagons during 
the last three years has produced a 
smooth, compact, and regular surface be- 
tween the quarry and the works. The 
wide tireo and varying guages excited 
much attention at first, and conflicting 
opinions regarding their utility were ez- 
pressed. The result is eminently in 
their favor, and a general sentiment sup- 
ports the nee of tbeoa wagono tor heavy 
loads. Loads of stone, varying from 8,- 
000 to 10,000 pounds, were contlnaously 
hanled orar tiiia road with no paroepti- 
ble wear. 

The cost per ton of hauling atona haa 
been reduced from 80 cents to 60 cento, 
and a team can easily earn from to 
$4 per day hauling stone, making two
